Council backs national campaign to get staff moving more at work 

be a desk potato! 



Don’t 

STAFF at Southend Council are being 
urged by bosses to get moving instead 
of sitting at their desks all day. 

The rallying cry is part of the nation¬ 
al On Your Feet Britain campaign, 
which encourages people to take every 
opportunity to sit less. And the author¬ 
ity hopes businesses will follow suit. 

Lee Watson, from the council’s pub¬ 
lic health team, said: “British people 
sit for nearly nine hours a day on aver¬ 
age, and a body of research suggests 
sitting for more than four hours each 
day can increase the risk of heart dis¬ 
ease, diabetes, depression and muscu¬ 
lar skeletal problems such as back 
pain. 

“Those who stand at work burn 
between 20-50 calories more per hour 
more than those sitting, while that 
doesn’t sound much, over the course 
of a year that could be 30,000 calories 
more. We are promoting this campaign 
internally and are also asking busi¬ 
nesses to do the same.” 

He suggests people whose jobs do 
not require lots of physical activity - 
like office work - can make small 
changes to reduce sitting time, such as 
making phone calls standing up, hav¬ 


ing standing or walking meetings, 
using the stairs rather than the lift and 
taking a walk at lunch time instead of 
eating at the desk. 

Southend’s public health team sup¬ 
ports businesses to help improve the 


health and wellbeing of staff in a

• Established in 1992 by 
UNICEF and the World Health 
Organisation (WHO), the Baby 
Friendly Initiative is a worldwide 
programme to encourage materni¬ 
ty hospitals to implement the Ten 
Steps to Successful Breastfeeding 
and to operate in accordance with 
the international code of market¬ 
ing and breast milk substitutes. 

• The UNICEF UK Baby 
Friendly Initiative subsequently 
extended the principles to include 
community health care services 
and university programmes for 
midwifery and health visiting and 
public health nursing. 

• In the UK, the scheme works 
with health professionals to 
ensure that mothers and babies 
receive the best possible support 
around infant feeding, whether 
they choose to breastfeed or bottle 
feed their babies. 

• Following a comprehensive 
review in 2012, the Baby Friendly 
standards were revised to include 
parent-infant relationship-build¬ 
ing and very early child develop¬ 
ment, plus enhanced requirements 
in communication skills for staff

Union campaigns as cops ignore ‘spying’ ciaims on press

ESSEX Police has again refused to 
release information on whether it has 
snooped on journalists’ phone records. 

Police Commissioner Nick Alston 
said in March that he considered the 
force’s lack of transparency over the 
issue a matter of “concern”, after it 
refused to comply with legal action 
brought by trade publishers Press 
Gazette. 

It has now refused to comply with an 
amended legal action filed by the 
Yellow Advertiser. 

Essex Police was one of 26 forces 
across the UK which refused to answer 
Press Gazette's questions about 
whether it had accessed journalists’ 
personal data under Regulation of 


Investigatory Powers (RIPA) laws. 

It did so after the Association of 
Chief Police Officers (ACPO) issued 
national guidance, telling police forces 
to reject all information requests over 
journalists' phone records, as “vexa¬ 
tious.” 

Press Gazette had launched its inves¬ 
tigation after it was revealed last year 
that some forces had accessed journal¬ 
ists’ phone records in their attempts to 
expose anonymous whistleblowers. 

Powers under RIPA allow wire taps, 
bugging, surveillance and covert oper¬ 
ations. 

The Home Office has since intro¬ 
duced temporary measures ordering 
police to get permission from a judge 


before they can snoop on journalists. 

In a Freedom of Information request 
filed in March, the YA asked police: 
“Please provide a yes or no answer to 
this question - Has Essex Police at any 
time in the last three years used RIPA 
powers to obtain any journalist's phone 
records?” 

The force has refused to answer the 
question. 

It also refused to provide correspon¬ 
dence between the force and the 
Interception of Communications 
Commissioner’s Office. 

The forces response told the YA to 
view an attached document, issued in 
response to a 'similar recent enquiry'. 

The attached document was a letter 


refusing to answer a query, branding it 
“vexatious”. 

Mr Alston said in March that he 
would monitor the force’s responses to 
RIPA queries closely. 

He said: “I do regard this matter to be 
of public concern and a proper subject 
for debate, though I understand there 
may be occasions when police may 
need to investigate the activities of a 
journalist. 

“There is oversight of the use of 
RIPA by Essex Police and I have been 
assured that such use has been both 
proportionate and appropriate. I will 
however watch the developments in 
this matter closely and with interest.” 

Michelle Stanistreet, general secre¬ 


tary for the National Union of 
Journalists, said: “It says a lot about a 
police force when they refuse to pro¬ 
vide basic information about the extent 
to their snooping and targeting of jour¬ 
nalists, preferring to hide in bureau¬ 
cratic excuses. 

“No journalist can attempt to protect 
their source if the authorities can iden¬ 
tify them using phone records without 
any prior notification or the ability to 
challenge the authority’s actions. 

“The union has been campaigning 
against the use of current laws to spy 
on journalists and other professionals. 

“Journalists need to be able to protect 
their sources, materials and communi¬ 
cations. Any new primary legislation 
after the general election needs to 
replace the existing powers and offer a 
sMeld law for journalists."

Wilko: Feelgood factor shows he’s still alive and kicking 


ESSEX rock star Wilko 
Johnson brought his Still 
Kickin' tour to London on 
Sunday. 

The former Dr Feelgood 
member performed a hit- 
filled set at the Shepherd's 
Bush Empire. 

The guitarist and song¬ 
writer, who lives in Chalkwell 
and made his name writing 
songs about Canvey Island, is 
currently on his first tour after 
life-saving surgery. 

He was wrongly diagnosed 
with terminal pancreatic can¬ 
cer in early 2013 and given 10 


months to live, but was told 
over a year later that his can¬ 
cer was operable after all. 

Yellow Advertiser reporter 
Charles Thomson, who 
secured an exclusive, one- 
hour interview with Wilko in 
February, was in the front row 
at the London show. 

The rocker was supported 
by Essex band Eight Rounds 
Rapid, in which his son 
Simon plays guitar. 

In February, Wilko told the 
YA he was worried about his 
ability to perform after 
surgery removed his pan¬ 


creas, spleen and parts of his 
stomach and intestines. 

He said: “I’ve done a couple 
of appearances - get up and 
play a couple of numbers - 
and what I’m hoping now is 
that I will have the stamina to 
do a whole gig. In my mind, I 
imagine sort of going, ‘One, 
two, three, four’, and then 
falling flat on me face or 
something.” 

Charles said Wilko’s fears 
appeared to have been 
unfounded. 

He said: “I've interviewed 
Wilko twice in recent years - 


once when he thought he had 
a month to live and again 
when he had just recovered 
from massive surgery and 
didn’t know if he could carry 
on touring. But watching him 
perform at Shepherd’s Bush, 
you wouldn’t know he'd ever 
had anything wrong with 
him. 

“He only played for an hour, 
but he was full of energy. He 
ran all over the stage doing 
his trademark dance moves 
and machine-gunning the 
crowd with his guitar. During 
an encore of Chuck Berry's 


Bye Bye Johnny, he duck- 
walked across the stage and 
then hoisted his guitar into the 
air and played it behind his 
head. 

“It was heartwarming to see 
him back up on stage and 
looking so well, which would 
have seemed like an impossi¬ 
bility not so long ago. He 
looked like he was having a 
lot of fun.”

A POLICE officer remained on paid suspension 
for eight months after being convicted of com¬ 
mitting crimes while he was on duty. 

PC S^tephen Tilley, 36, of Millview Meadows 
in Rochfor^ was finally sacked last week, after 
being convicted of misconduct in a public office 
in August 2014. 

Misconduct papers said Tilley “abused his 
position to form relationships with a number of 
females”. 

The Taxpayers' Alliance criticised Essex Police 
for taking so long to 


sack the officer. 

Tilley pleaded guilty 
to the offence at 
Ipswich Crown Court 
on August 18 last 
year. 

The criminal charge 
said he had “abused, 
for personal purposes, 
information provided 
to him in a position of 
trust in his official 
capacity by members 
of the public”. It also 
said he had “abused 
his authority to access 
personal data on 
Essex Police comput¬ 
er systems and 
inspected such data 
when not necessary to 
do so for purposes of 
preventing or detect¬ 
ing crime”. 

He had carried out 
checks on 11 women 
and three men without 
any policing purpose. 

His disciplinary 
hearing was not held 
until last Friday, April 
24, where he was 
finally sacked. 

Chief inspector Ben 
Hodder, once district 
commander for 
Thurrock, was also 
sacked last week. 

Hodder, 34, of San 
Marcos Drive in 
Chafford Hundred, 
was convicted on 
March 13 of making 
indecent images of 
children. 

He pleaded guilty at 
Snaresbrook Crown 
Court to possessing 
five images on his 
mobile phone. 

The phone was 
seized when he was 
arrested in May 2014, 
after a concerned par¬ 
ent contacted police 
over their teenage 
son's internet use.

Officers discovered 
Hodder had been talk¬ 
ing to the boy. 

He received a six- 
month jail term, sus¬ 
pended for two years, 
and must observe a 
curfew, monitored by 
an electric tag, for six 
months. He must also 
sign the Sex 
Offenders’ Register 
for seven years. 

Hodder remained 
on paid suspension 
for six weeks after 
being convicted of the 
sex offence. 

Jonathan Isaby, 
chief executive of the 
Taxypayers' Alliance, 
criticised the lengthy 
paid suspensions. 

He said: “Everyone 
deserves a fair hear¬ 
ing but too often it 
seems these cases 
drag on and on, with 
taxpayers picking up 
the tab. Ultimately, 
residents want bob¬ 
bies on the beat, not 
police officers being 
paid to sit at home.” 

Announcing the 
sackings, chief con¬ 
stable Stephen 

Kavanagh said: “This 
force has a huge 
amount to be proud 
of, which is why I 
find it hugely disap¬ 
pointing when rogue 
officers like these two 
let down their col¬ 
leagues and the peo¬ 
ple of Essex so badly. 

“There is no place 
in my force for people 
who commit offences 
like these and any 
officer or staff 
member con¬ 
victed of simi¬ 
lar crimes can 
expect to be 
dismissed. 

“I would like 
to pay tribute 
to the victims 
in these cases 
who had the 
courage to 
report these 
crimes and see 
them through 
to the court. 

“I want to 
make sure that 
Essex Police 
employs only 
the bravest and 
the best.”

Q. What effect, 
if any, do you 
think the latest 
pension change 
could have on 
the property 
market? 

A. I assume you’re 
referring to the fact 
that since Easter, it 
has become 

possible for people 
to cash in their 
entire pension pot, 
to spend it how 
they wiii. 

And certainly, there has 
been a fair amount of speculation that quite 
a lot of them may choose to spend it on 
property. 

Of course, there are a number of reasons 
why property is likely to prove a popular 
choice for those choosing to take control of 
their pension pots and invest in something 
other than an annuity. 

However, I don’t necessarily think this 
means that there will be a sudden flood of 
pensioner-investors into the market, 
looking for properties to buy and rent out - 
thereby, for example, making life even more 
difficult for hard-pressed first time buyers. 


because lenders have 
been toughening their 
stance on borrowers who 
cannot repay their 
mortgage before 

retirement. Buying 
properties with cash is of 
course an option, but 
with the average pension 
pot in the UK apparently 
standing at just £25,000, 
this is hardly going to be 
an option available to 
very many. Tax liability is 
a further important 
consideration. Anyone in 
the fortunate position of 
being able to buy an 
investment property with 
their pension pot could 
well find that the 
projected rental income 
might push them into a higher tax bracket. 
As a result of all this, I personally suspect 
that any growth in property transactions 
that can be attributed to this change in 
pension rules is probably most likely to 
manifest itself in an increase in the numbers 
of pensioners choosing to downsize in 
order to release additional equity to help 
fund their retirement years - either by 
selling their existing home to purchase 
something smaller, or by moving to a 
cheaper area. 

So there we have it. From your question, it’s 
not clear whether you are a pensioner 
yourself, or a concerned first-time buyer.

Why do I say that? Well, for one thing, either way, I think that the net effect of 
financing a property investment is likely to these changes on the property market as a 
prove difficult for many people over 55, whole is likely to be fairly minimal. 


Landlord Question 

Must landlords use a deposit protection scheme? 

Think Property Answer 

Government approved deposit protection schemes have been around since 2007 
but despite this some landlords still believe it’s adequate to bank their tenants’ 
deposits and not bother with one of the three official schemes. 

But the Housins Act 2004, which introduced the tenant deposit lesislation, is clear 
about the penalties should a landlord fail to comply with the resulations. 

These rules state that a landlord lettins out a property usins an Assured Shorthold 
Tenancy must put the money into (or insure the deposit via) one of the three 
accredited schemes within 30 days of receivins the cash from the tenant. 

Of course there is no tenant deposit police keepins an eye on this system but, 
instead, matters will unravel if a tenant suspects his or her landlord hasn’t lodsed 
their deposit with a scheme. Tenants can easily find this out online via each of the 
three deposit schemes’ websites and if their landlord still won’t put the money 
into a scheme, they are entitled to so to court. 

At this point most landlords then quickly so on the straisht and narrow and ‘set 
official’ but for those who don’t an automatic fine totallins three times the orisinal 
deposit awaits. 

Many landlords who don’t use the deposit schemes believe it will ‘never happen 
to them’ but the official fisures on deposits reveal how common deposit disputes 
are. These most recent research reveals that approximately 30 percent of all 
deposits are contested in some shape or form and consequently only returned in 
part or not at all.

PRIDE 
YANKEES

A fter a three-year absence, inter¬ 
nationally acclaimed country 
singer Charley Pride has touched 
down in the UK - a place the 77- 
year-old loves to return to. 

Charley, who has enjoyed success since 
the early-to-mid 1970s when he became the 
best-selling artist for RCA Records since 
Elvis Presley, may have his roots in the USA 
but he holds the UK among his favourite 
destinations. 

The singer and guitarist says: "The reason I 
come a lot is that I love them and they love 
me. You can't get better than that." 

During his UK tour he will be appearing at 
Indig02, Greenwich, on May 2, before head¬ 
ing to the Essex coast and performing at the 
Cliffs Pavilion, Southend, on Sunday, May 3. 

Charley, who had 36 chart-topping country 
hits including Kiss An Angel Good Morning 
and won three Grammy Awards between 
1967 and 1986, is one of the few African- 
American country musicians to experience 
huge commercial success and only the sec¬ 
ond to be inducted as a member of the 
Grand Ole Opry. 

Becoming a trailblazing country music 
superstar is a far cry from his humble begin¬ 
nings as the son of a sharecropper on a cot¬ 
ton farm in Sledge, Mississippi, and his 
music was not the talent that he used to get 
out of working in the fields. 

Charley said: "I used to go picking cotton 
beside my dad at a time of Jackie Robinson, 
when he went to major league. 

“I said to my dad, here's how to get out of 
the cotton fields. I thought one of these days 
I'm not gonna pick cotton anymore. 

“I believe every kid has a dream. I didn't 


believe in just getting up and eating and 
sleeping." 

While Charley bought his first guitar at the 
age of 14, and taught himself to play by lis¬ 
tening to songs he heard on the radio which 
his father tuned to Nashville's WSM-AM in 
order to catch Grand Ole Opry broadcasts, 
it was when he was 16 that he emerged as 
a talented baseball player. 

His sporting career, which began when he 
played in the Iowa State League, included 
time with a number of different teams such 
as the Boise Yankees, the Class C farm 
team of the New York Yankees, the El Paso 
Kings, a team in Nogales, Mexico, the 
Birmingham Black Barons - to which he 
was traded with another player for a used 
bus - and the Memphis Red Sox, a team he 
was signed to on four separate occasions. 

During his third stint with the Red Sox in 
1956 he won 14 games as a pitcher and 
earned himself a position on the Negro 
American League All-Star Team, pitching 
against a group of major league all-stars 
including Willie Mays, Hank Aaron, Al Smith 
and Gene Baker. 

During his time playing baseball Charley 
entertained team-mates by playing his guitar 
and singing on the team bus while perform¬ 
ing onstage whenever he had the chance. 

Between 1956 and 1958 Charley served in 
the US army, before rejoining the Red Sox 
for a fourth time and moving to Montana in 
1960 to play for the Missoula Timberjacks. 

Although he ended up working at a 
smelter he began making a name for himself 
singing the national anthem at baseball 
games and playing at honky-tonks and 
nightclubs. He even got the chance to per¬ 
form with country singers Red Sovine and 
Red Foley during one of their shows, thanks 


to the help of local DJ Tiny 
Stokes. 

When it was clear a career in major 
league baseball was not on the 
cards, Charley returned to Montana 
via Tennessee because Sovine had 
told him to go to Nashville if he ever 
became serious about a singing career. 

When he walked into Cedarwood 
Publishing in Nashville, the company 
that booked Sovine’s shows, 
it was sheer luck that he 
met Jack Johnson, who 
had been actively 
searching for a 
promising black 
country singer. 

Charley added: 

"Back when I was 
playing there were 
only 16 clubs in the 
major league. If you 
didn't make the major 
league you were out. I 
was just glad I could 
sing. 

“I started singing in 
nightclubs. Just went 
to Nashville and cut a 
record and here I am. 

When I went to 
Nashville they gave 
me seven songs. I 
took the songs and 
worked them up. 

“They told me to send 
them back but I took

them back, over 200 miles away." 

The rest is history. Ever since that chance 
meeting Charley has been recording songs, 
playing to audiences and travelling the 


world.

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PrimeTime film review 



FAR FROM THE MADDING 
CROWD (12A, 119 mins) 

A RECENT re-release of 
John Schlesinger's 1967 
version of Far From The 
Madding Crowd provided a 
timely reminder of the raw 
emotional power of Thomas 
Hardy’s late 19th-century 
novel and Julie Christie's 
luminous portrayal of spirit¬ 
ed heroine, Bathsheba 
Everdene. 

Danish director Thomas 
Vinterberg brings a delicate 
touch to this handsome new 
incarnation, which runs 50 
minutes shorter than its pre¬ 
decessor and is under-nour¬ 
ished as a consequence. 

One tragic supporting char¬ 
acter, who should shatter our 
hearts to smithereens, is 
reduced to a simplistic two- 
dimensional plot device, and 
the heroine’s vacillations 
between three potential suit¬ 
ors seem more haphazard 
than usual in a noticeably 
rushed final act. 

Moreover, one of these 
paramours has significantly 
more screen time, so her 
choice is inevitable. 

Feelings are tightly but¬ 
toned beneath Janet 
Patterson’s splendid cos¬ 
tumes and when one of the 
characters does eventually 
lose control and commits a 


fatal “crime of passion” at a 
Christmas party, we’re just as 
surprised by the outburst as 
the film’s ducky social set. 

The film opens in 1870 
with Bathsheba (Carey 
Mulligan) living with her aunt 
Mrs Hurst on the adjacent 
property to handsome 
sheep farmer, Gabriel Oak 
(Matthias Schoenaerts). 

She rebuffs his heartfelt 
advances, telling a crestfall¬ 
en Gabriel, “I don't want a 
husband. I don’t want to be 
some man's property”. 

Soon after, Bathsheba 
inherits her uncle’s vast 
estate and defies expecta¬ 
tion to turn around the ailing 
farm, aided by her compan¬ 
ion Liddy (Jessica Barden). 

Gabriel, who has fallen on 
hard times, is hired by 
Bathsheba as the estate’s 
shepherd and continues to 
pine for her from afar. 

Meanwhile, emotionally 
repressed and wealthy farmer 
William Boldwood (Michael 
Sheen) makes his feelings for 
Bathsheba known, but her 
head is turned by dashing 
and reckless Sergeant Troy 
(Tom Sturridge), whose heart 
was broken at the altar by 
servant girl Fanny (Juno 
Temple). 

These three suitors leave 
Bathsheba in an emotional 
whirl and when Boldwood 


offers her financial security 
as his bride, she turns to 
brooding Gabriel for advice. 

“I need someone who’s 
objective, indifferent," Fanny 
tells the shepherd. 

“Then I’m afraid you’re 
asking the wrong man,” 
pointedly responds Gabriel. 

Anchored by Mulligan’s 
nuanced performance. Far 
From The Madding Crowd is 
a visually arresting, but ulti¬ 
mately anaemic portrait of 
rural desires. 

Schoenaerts wrestles in 
vain with a West Country 
accent, while Sheen and 
Sturridge have limited 
screen time to match fond 
memories of Peter Finch 
and Terence Stamp in 
respective roles in the 1967 
film. 

While Vinterberg’s vision, 
filmed on location in pastoral 
Dorset, Oxfordshire and 
Buckinghamshire, lacks emo¬ 
tional heft, it packs a mighty 
visual punch thanks to cine¬ 
matographer Charlotte Bruus 
Christensen. 

Rolling landscapes look 
invitingly wild and untamed, 
bathed largely in natural 
light, and the nascent beau¬ 
ty of leading lady Mulligan 
shines through the artfully 
composed muck and grime.

“People like what I do,” he says. “First of 
all they like my voice.

A n ancient coppice wood¬ 
land towers above carpets of 
bluebells at Norsey Woods, a 
paradise for walkers and wildlife 
lovers alike. 

The local nature reserve, to be 
found in the heart of Billericay, is 
designated as an ancient monu¬ 
ment and Site of Specific Scientific 
Interest because of its 400-year his¬ 
tory. 

But this history was nearly lost as 
the area was threatened by housing 
development almost 40 years ago, 
until the local council stepped in and 
bought the site to save it. 

Today, more than 60,000 people 
visit the 165-acre woodland every 
year, all of whom are drawn by its 
beautiful walks, stunning scenery 
and wonderful flowers and wildlife. 

The ancient wood is divided by 
rides - long narrow glades that 
open up the woodland to light - 
many of which are thought to date 
back to the Iron Age. The earliest 
written evidence of these rides, 
which criss-cross the woodland 
floor, is a map dated 1593. 

This, combined with the richness 
of its wildlife including many rare 
species, make the wood a unique 
one. As well as protecting the area’s 
history, the wood is also helping to 
conserve biodiversity by providing 
suitable homes for threatened 


species such as the dormouse, 
which is being monitored as part of 
the National Dormouse Monitoring 
Project, and the pipstrelle bat. 

The endangered dormouse, a very 
secretive, nocturnal animal, finds 
Norsey Woods as an ideal home as 
it uses its aerial walkways of low 
branches while foraging for berries, 
nuts and insects. 

Other wildlife spotted at the 
woods include 24 species of butter¬ 
fly such as the purple hairstreak, the 
white admiral and the tortoiseshell 
butterfly which opens and closes its 
wings rapidly to confuse and alarm 
predators. 

Its oak trees can contain up to 
300 different types of insects, while 
its acorns provide a food for birds 
and animals, and their trunks are 
often used by the wood's popula¬ 
tion of great spotted woodpecker 
who can be heard drumming their 
bills on dead branches to establish 
territory. 

You can wander around the nature 
reserve at your leisure or opt for the 
well-marked-out Norsey Wood trail, 
which takes you on a one-and-a- 
half mile walk around the woodland, 
taking in many of its features along 



the way. The trail, which can be 
downloaded from Basildon Council’s 
website before you set out, takes 
visitors past one of the wood’s three 
ponds - home to a healthy poplua- 
tions of newts - as well as the 
remains of historic trenches that 
were dug by the London defence 
volunteers during World War One as 
practice defensive trenches, and a 
heather glade that is home to drag¬ 


onflies, grass snakes and slow 
worms. 

Wander further through the sweet 
chestnut coppice and along the 
wood’s main ride, see what remains 
of the wood’s bank which once sur¬ 
rounded the entire wood to help 
protect the coppice regrowth from 
deer, and walk by the tumulus - 
reputed to be the only authenticated 
Bronze Age burial mound in Essex. 


If you prefer a shorter stroll there is 
also an easy-access trail, a surfaced 
path of about three-quarters-of-a- 
mile which is also suitable for wheel¬ 
chair users.

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People carrier that won’t hit your pocket

THINK of a people carrier or mini¬ 
bus and Korean car makers hardly 
spring to mind - and they are hardly 
styling gems. 

Your small business user or taxi 
driver is hardly concerned with 
beauty, but Hyundai's 1800 delivers 
all-important practicality and peo¬ 
ple-carrying capacity and doesn't 
look that bad either. 

It features smart alloy wheels, neat 
fog lamps and tinted rear privacy 
glass. It is not beautiful, but this 
people carrier is certainly an attrac¬ 
tive financial proposition at just over 
£23,000 for what is a big car and a 
five-year, unlimited mileage warranty. 

It also features a frugal 2.5-litre 
diesel engine, which although strug¬ 
gling at times when fully laden, still 
has a claimed economy of 37-odd 
mpg. It is mated to a slick-shifting 
five-speed gearbox. 

It is a full eight-seater with full-size 
rearmost seats, it has loads of stan¬ 
dard kit, offers substantial luggage 
space and rear wheel drive. It is 
huge though, both long and wide, 
so parking spaces need to be cho¬ 
sen carefully. You can see who 
would be attracted to this - big 
extended families who do plenty of 


travelling or the taxi driver specialis¬ 
ing in runs to the airport. 

Eight adults are accommodated in 
comfort - two at the front and three 
in the middle and rear bench seats. 

The middle row are 60:40 split¬ 
fold and recline and slide forward to 
allow easier entrance to the rear via 
the sliding doors at the side. 


There is bags of extra room 
between the front two seats, while 
all occupants have good head and 
leg room, while rear occupants ben¬ 
efit from subtle, ambient lighting.

Three-quarters of all Lexus IS owners who 
responded own the eco-friendly hybrid ver¬ 
sion. The new Lexus NX, also sold in hybrid 
form, came sixth overall, while Lexus, was 
also voted the UK’s favourite manufacturer. 

Models made by Jaguar and MG also 
scored well in the poll as did the Mini. 

The survey revealed that the average 
amount spent on a car has gone up by 12 
per cent between 2013 and 2015, from 
£14,453 to £16,115, and that drivers are 
replacing their cars more frequently with 
those who have owned their car for less 
than a year rising by 13 per cent since 2013.

Brian Jeeves reporting from 
Roots Hall Stadium 

TEN-man Southend United took a 
huge step towards automatic pro¬ 
motion after Michael Timlin’s sec¬ 
ond half goal saw off Luton Town 
on a dramatic afternoon at Roots 
Hall. 

David WorralTs sensational mid¬ 
week winner at Bury extended the 
Shrimpers winning run to six 
matches, lifting them level with 
third place Wycombe Wanderers. 

Indeed, only goal difference 
offered the Buckinghamshire outfit 
a slender advantage in the race for a 
promotion berth. 

Visitors Luton, backed by a huge 
travelling support of almost 2,300 
fans, desperately needed to find 
some form after a run which had 
seen them win just twice in 11 out¬ 
ings and slip just outside the play¬ 
off positions. 

Nevertheless, a 3-0 rout of 
Hartlepool United seven days earli¬ 
er suggested this would be anything 
but a cake-walk for Southend. 

Amidst a raucous atmosphere 
early exchanges were somewhat 
untidy, with the Hatters first to dis¬ 
play a threat. 

At the other end, Timlin’s scuffed 
shot was hacked clear as the Blues 
looked for an early advantage. 

Blues came close to an opening 
goal when Barry Corr forced Hat¬ 
ters goalkeeper Elliot Justham into 
a save low to his left, this after 
Ryan Leonard had crafted the 
opening. 

Soon after, Corr was at it again, 
this time finding Justham’s gloves 
after Timlin centred from the right. 

As the half wore on Blues contin¬ 
ued to ask the sterner questions. 

Jake Cassidy’s long range strike 
was expertly dealt with by Justham, 
while Luton’s best moments came 
through lively substitute Shaun 
Whalley, who was causing 
Southend some concern from the 
flank. 

The cagey nature of the contest 
continued after the break, with 
chances coming at a premium and 


defences generally on top. 

Ben Coker curled an effort over 
that did little to trouble Justham, 
while Cassidy was unable to turn 
Coker’s delicious cross goalwards. 

Luton probed, Jake Howells’s low 
cross was snubbed out by a combi¬ 
nation of Adam Barrett and Daniel 
Bentley, while at the other end Corr 
was agonisingly close to breaking 
the deadlock, sending a close range 
attempt just over the top. 

And Blues continued to pass up 
opportunities. Barrett headed Wor- 
rall’s pin-point centre over, while 
Corr was unable to reach another 
wonderful cross from the former 
Bury wide man as the home side 
piled on the pressure. 

Southend were generally bossing 
the game, but in the 67th minute 
there was a dramatic twist. 

Coker fouled the marauding 
Whalley and was given his march¬ 
ing orders by referee Iain 
Williamson, much to the disgust of 
the majority among a season’s best 
crowd. 

Luton looked to make the numer¬ 
ical advantage count, former 
Shrimpers man Luke Guttridge was 


just off target after a sustained spell 
of pressure, while the visitors 
escaped when Justham produced an 
excellent save from Corr’s thunder¬ 
ous strike from 25 yards. 

Realising nothing but a win 
would keep their automatic promo¬ 
tion hopes alive, Southend pushed 
for a decisive goal. Barrett’s volley 
was expertly fielded by Justham. 

But Luton showed they were still 
a threat when Whalley’s run and 
snap-shot was palmed away by 
Bentley. 

But with little under 10 minutes 
remaining Roots Hall exploded into 
life. Timlin’s timid shot was cov¬ 
ered all the way by Justham, but 
unexplainably the ball slipped 
through the Hatters keeper’s grasp 
and trickled over the line. 

Luton were clearly stunned. 

Scott Griffiths’s shot was tipped 
over by Bentley as the Hatters 
looked for an immediate response, 
then Whalley’s dead-ball effort 
zipped over with Bentley fully 
extended. 

In a dramatic finale Luton threw 
caution to the wind, but Blues held 
firm to record a fantastic victory. 


The crowd’s mood was improved 
further when news filtered through 
that rivals Wycombe Wanderers had 
lost 1-0 at home to Morecambe. 

An ecstatic Phil Brown said: 
“Michael Timlin, Will Atkinson, 
Ryan Leonard and Gary Deegan, 
we’ve been asking them all season 
to score from midfield. Through 
midfield they’ve got some very 
important goals of late. Another 1- 
0 victory is just phenomenal. It’s 
not what fairytales are made of, it is 
what hard work gets you, and that’s 
what we’ve been doing on the train¬ 
ing ground day in and day out.” 

On Coker’s sending off. Brown 
stated: “I don’t know if there’s an 
appeal process, so I’m not going to 
make a fool of myself by saying we 
will appeal. If I can do, I will. 

“I thought by the time the lad had 
got beyond him Cain Bolger was 
actually on the ball when the refer¬ 
ee blew the whistle. If that’s not the 
last man covering, what is? And he 
was going away from goal as 
well.” 

Defender Barrett said: “It was 
fantastic to be out here again in 
front of a packed house. 

“It was quite cagy, there was a lot 
riding on it. I thought we stuck to 
our task, we created the better 
chances. 

“Obviously we’ve got a little bit 
of luck with the goal but we’ll take 
it. I thought overall we deserved the 
win. 

Blues travel to Morecambe next 
on Saturday, May 2 (kick-off 3pm), 
knowing a victory will ensure pro¬ 
motion to League One.
